Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 14— B. F.'

ture. 


The balloting required five hours, 


Shively being named on the twen- 
tieth ballot. 
His nearest rival was 


John \V. Kern, who received 35 votes 
on the final ballot. 


The other four candidates, E. G. 


Hoffman, Major G. V. Menzlcs, L. Ert 
Slack and John E. Lamb were before 
the caucus until the decision. When 
it became apparent to the Kern forces 
that he could not win, an attempt was 
made by them to adjourn, but it fail- 
ed. The Kern supporters had' prev- 
iously lost the first battle of the cau- 
cus when a proposition to have an 
open ballot was. defeated. 


Secrecy Maintained. 


Unusual secrecy was maintained at 


the caucus, members of the legisla- 
ture being forbidden to leave the hall 
except under guard. 
Early in the 


caucus candidates were forbidden to 
send notes to their floor managers.

A Hare! Fought Contest. 


The election of Mr. Shively ended 


one of the hardest fought political 
contests ever witnessed in the state. 


The victory came to Shively early 


today on the twentieth ballot. For 
many ballots preceding the final one 
It was clear that the race was be- 
'tween Shively and John W. Kern, but 
Shiveiy's • gains, though small, were 
consistent. and brought him at last to 
the goal with 42 'votes, Kern receiv- 
ing 35. 


The defeat of Kern, who had at 


tained national prominence in the 
democratic party as the running. made 
of "W. ,!. Bryan in 190S, brought dis- 
appointment to many democrats. 


Slack Men Went to Shively. ' 


The nomination 
of 
Shively was 


brought about by the transfer of. the 
votes of L. Ert Slack to Shively in 
'spite of the fact that such a change 
had not been expected. Shively had 
the support of Crawford Fairbanks, 
and other brewers, 
and 
Slack was 


suppose;! to represent the temper- 
ance societies. 
Yet when tha time 


came to change their votes SlaelOs 
supporters went to Shively. 


• There was a general understanding 
that John W. Kern and John B. Lamb 
had formed an offensive and defen- 
sive alliance for the purpose of nomi- 
nating one or the other of them for 
senator. 
The combination showed 


itself several times, but it was not 
strong enough to overcome the activ- 
ity of the interests that were backing 
Shively. 


After the strength of L. Ert Slack 


had been faded in the balloting and 
he had only a few votes left there 
•was still a time when a combination 
among Kern, Lamb and Slack would 
have defeated Shively and elected one 
of the three candidates in the combi- 
nation and an effort was made by 
some of the supporters of the three 
men to bring it about, but it failed. 


Slack Rejected Kern. 


Kern was willing to enter such a 


combination, it. is said, and it was said 
that Lamb also would go in, but that 
Slack declined. The three candidates 
had forty-six votes among them at 
that time and only 
forty-two were 


necessary to nominate. 


Kern's managers, fearing his de-i 


feat, made a desperate effort at 1 
o'clock to force an adjournment of the 
caucus, but the attempt failed by one 
vote. On the sixteenth ballot Shively 
received 36 votes and his supporters 
renewed their efforts and ho contin- 
ued to gain until he received the 
nomination. 


Shively has been active in Indiana 


politics for many years and is popular 
all over the state. 


Shively Accepts Honor. 


Shively was at the capltol during 


the balloting and when he was chosen 
he was escorted into the hall and- in a 
brief speech of acceptance, said: 


"Gentlemen of the caucus: I am so 


profoundly grateful for this attesta- 
tion of confidence and good will that 
I find !t difficult fittingly to express 


my 'satisfaction. I only wish to say 
tonight th'atjf your Action should .be 
ratified"by -tile- legislature";""! 'hope to 
be able, in a more fitting way, to 
prove 'to the democratic party of the 
state of Indiana my gratitude tor this 
vote of confidence.

Benjamin F. Shively was born in 


St. Joseph county, March 20th, 1857 
His early life was. spent on a farm 
which he left to take a course in the 
Indiana Normal school at Valporaiso 
After his graduation he took up teach 
ing, to which he devoted five years. 


In 1880 he .settied in' South Bend 


when he was offered the editorship 
of the Industrial Bra, a newspaper de- 
voted to the interests of the green 
back movement. 


In this way he entered into politics 


and was elected to congress -as thi 
successor to W. H. Calkins. At'thi: 
time Mr. Shively was only 27 year, 
old and was the youngest member o 
the house. At the end of his term he 
entered the law school at the Univers 
ity of Michigan and was graduatec 
with the class of 18S6. He was ac 
mitted to the bar and was elected 
the fiftieth and fifty-first congresse 
and was re-elected to the fifty-seconi 
congress as a democrat. 


In 1896 he was democratic nomine 


for governor of Indiana. He received 
the -democratic vote for United States

POE'S BIRTHPLACE IS FOUND. 


Exact Date of Appearance of Author 


Also Announced at Last 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 14.—The discov- 


ery was announced yesterday that 
Edgar Allen Poe was bora Jan. 19, 
1809, in a house which stood where 
62 Carver street, Boston, now stands. 
Poe was always of the belief that he 
was horn in Boston, but where he was 
uncertain, and the date was not defi- 
nite, owing -to the fact that both his 
parents died when he was young. 


Walter K. Watkins, of Maiden, has 


for months been making a search for 
proof of the place and date of Foe's 
birth. It.this he has hunted through 
records of tax collectors and asses- 
sors, old newspaper files and other 
records stored in Boston, and yester- 
day he came upon what he regards as 
final proof of the date and place. 


Poe's mother, an actress, was play- 


ing in Boston when her son was born. 
David Poe, her husband, an actor, 
was assessed for $300 in 1808 as liv- 
ing on. Haskins street, now Carver 
street, in a house owned by Henry 
Haviland. 
The Boston Gazette of 


Feb. 9, 1809, contains mention of the 
birth of a son to Mr. and Mrs. Poe on 
Jan. 19, and, as Haskins street then 
contained several boarding 
houses 


frequented by actors and actresses, 
Mr. Watkins says there is no doubt 
of the accuracy of his announcement.

its

Insolvent, and 


assets 
equitably 


among its shareholders. 
The provi- 


sions for keeping candidates square 
to the wind are elaborate and drastic. 
Heavy fines are provided for and an 
offender upon conviction is forever 
barred from holding ofllce. 
Liquor 


dealers cannot in any wise contribute 
to campaign funds under pain of los- 
ing their license and undergoing-the 
penalty of a fine. The purposes for 
which a candidate for public office 
may lawfully spend money are de- 
fined and under it—glory be!—the 
campaign cigar is relegated to 
the 


limbo of the things that were. All 
told. Senator Mattingly's bill Is about 
the 
most 
stringent proposal 
ever 


made to protect the ballot and enforce 
purity in politics.

Shell has been doing a produce and 


fruit commission business from his 
home at 22S East Pontlac street and 
the affidavit flled against him by Post- 
office Inspector A. R. 'Burr charges in 
effect that he has been making use of 
the mails to induce shipments of pro- 
duce to him without the Intention of 
remitting to the consignors. The mat- 
ter has been under Investigation by 
the 
postofllce 
inspector for some 


weeks and the arrest was" not to have 
been made for some days. On Wednes- 
day, 
however. Shell appeared before 


the United States commissioner to ask 
if 
proceedings had 
been started 


against him, tolling the officer that ac- 
tion had been threatened by a man In 
Michigan with whom he had been hav- 
ing a dispute over a shipment of pro- 
duce. 


Based on Wisconsin Claim. 


Deputy United States Marshal A. R. 


Walter, In the turn of events, at once 
assumed custody of. Shell upon the 
authority of the warrant Issued upon 
the affidavit of Postmaster Inspector 
Burr. This makes the charge that on 
June 27, 190S, Shell, by means of a 
scheme and device, used the mails of 
the United States to defraud one 
Henry Meyers, of Dallington, Wis., 
and other .persons out of the sum 'of 
$585.67; that he opened correspon- 
dence with shippers of fruits and pro- 
duce In Indiana and other states— 
Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, Michigan, 
Ohio and West Virginia—and induced 
them to ship produce and commodities 
without paying for. the same. 
It Is 


set forth that the accused has been 
doing business as "B. M. Shell, whole- 
sale fruits and produce, flour and feed, 
228 East .Pontlac street, Fort Wayne, 
Ind." 


Sbell promptly arranged for bond, 


declaring that he Is innocent.

ECONOMY ifl SMALL THINGS 


Lack of Judgment and Neglected 


Opportunities Are Sources 


of Poverty and Failure. 


BY PROFESSOR \V. F. MASSE1. • 


Not only on the black prairies o£ Illi- 


nois, but on the similar soil of the re- 
claimed swamp lands about thu Dismal 
swamp in southeast Virginia and north- 
east North Carolina, 1 have seen vast 
fields of corn from which the ears only 
were snapped and the fodder left to. 
waste in the winds and cattle ranging 
the wut land gltaning the almost worth- 
less fodder. 


What a waste of valuable feed Is 


made in this way! Farmers on these 
rich soils do not seem to think that it 
will pay thorn to take the same eco- 
nomical methods that other farmers 
take. Tho western farmers especially 
aro wasteful and could feed far more 
stork if the corn stover was properly 
saved. 


With the corn harvester and binder It 


woiild not take a groat doal more, labor 
to save the crop in u propor manner 
and save nearly half the feeding value 
of the crop. 


In Pennsylvania I saw the Dutch 


farmers laboriously loading the manure 
at the barnyard, hauling it out in wag- 
ons and thon laboriously forking it oft 
In little piles over the fields, to be 
later laboriously spread by hand. 


! 
Here arc throe handlings of tho ma- 


' nure when one would have sufficed had 
; they loaded It into a manure spreader 


and had it spread while riding over the 
field, and spread far bettor and made 
to go further than is possible by hand. 


Farmers complain of the scarcity of 


labor while using three times as much 
human labor .is is needed.

It is more of the home-grown 
starch foods that cows need and less 
gluten, brewers' grains and cottonseet

t's a Mistake to Permit Them 


to Feed and Flock With 


the Winter Sheep.

The feeding of the breeding ewes Is 


an operation that I find is not thor- 
oughly understood by many farmers, 
especially those who have just a few 
sheep as a side issue. 


I see flocks too often that are all run- 


ning together—the ewes that are ex- 
pected to raise lambs for the market 
and to supply the future breeding ewes, 
and the others that are being prepared 
for the market—all feeding upon the 
same kind and quantity of food and 
running together. 


This practice I'have found to be a 


very bad one. as the breeding ewes, if 
you intend to get the best results, re- 
quire entirely different feeding. 


Ewes that are carrying young lambs 


should be fed on feed that will tend 
to develop the young as well as nour- 
ish the mother, while those Intended 
for market should be fed more on fat- 
tening foods. 


Also it is not best to allow th 


WORK WITH FARM POULTRY 


Capons and other fowls Intended for 


market should never be kept with lay- 
ng hens, as the latter are sure to be- 
come too fat. 


It is a good plan to put the grain for 


:he hen's breakfast in the 
litter 
at 


night after the fowls arc on the roost. 
The doors between the roosting-houses 
and the scratching sheds (which are 
under the same roof) are left open at 
night and the hens are at work as soon 
as daylight comes. They never have to 
stand around and wait for their break- 
fast

Some kind of green food is given at

DRAFT HORSES GOOD SELLERS

special preparation for market in the 
way of training, etc., that light horses 
or coach horses do, and are loss dam- 
aged by blemishes, which will frequent- 
ly appear oven on colts that are care- 
fully cared for. In addition to this the

All pelts should be removed from 


tht). animals when first captured, ex- 
cept in severe cold weather, when ani- 
mals may be kept in a frozen condition 
for a long time without Injuring the 
fur.

jury, as tlio sun draws tho fat and oil 
to the surface and it is then easily re- 
moved.

county is booming and the city of Char- 
lotte is growing with wonderful rap- 
idity. Then about the other towns of 
North Carolina the macadamized roads 
ar"e4stretchlnK out. 


In' each North Carolina county men 


. who commit petty offenses arc not sent 
.to, the penitentiary, but are put in the 
road gang. Each county has its road 
gang, rock-crusher and steam roller, 
arid the sta.te Is rapidly getting famous 
for' good roads.. 


Instead of hauling one bale of cotton 


•with a pair o£ horses, as formerly, now 
in many sections one horse hauls four 
bales with more ease than the two used 
to'haul one bale. 


•Then I have-seen 'them'laying by 


their crops of corn and cotton on rows 
running around the 
contour of the 


hills, by throwing up a great ridge of 
earth .to the. plants,- cutting the roots. 
and damaging the, crop, and formjng 
furrows to catch a head of water.to 
break over and make rriore gullies.' 


And in every section of the. country 


' I'have been impressed with .the idea 


that" the great need of our agriculture 
ls''brains and intelligent study of one's 
conditions. 


1 In Pennsylvania I saw great barns 
that must have cost thousands of dol- 
lars set on stone basements, and .the 
cows in these basements with no light 
or ventilation, and I did not wonder 
that cattle get tuberculosis under, such 
conditions. 


And yet the farmers crowd to the 


Institutes and hear lectures 
on. the 


proper methods of cultivation and the 
proper methods of feeding, the proper 
ventilation and lighting o£ cow stables, 
and go home and keep on in the same 
old, way that ' their grandfathers fol- 
lowed. 


I see men in nearly all sections farm- 


ing on old lands from which the care- 
less cultivation of -the past has burnt 
out all the humus or organic decay 


• growing crop after crop by the aid of 
expensively bought commercial fertili- 
zers when they could save the expense 
and get better crops by a good rotation 
land the cultivation of legume crops for 
feeding and making the manure that 
would also increase the humus in the 
land and make a permanent improve- 
ment 


I have seen 'lands in the Mississippi 


^valley, where, when I was a young man 
the farmers said that their lands would 
lever need manure, and they made 25 
o-30 .bushels of wheat per acre, and 


l. hey moved their barns to get away 
l.rom the manure accumulation. I have 
seen these lands run down to 15 or less 
bushels per acre and laws being passed 
to regulate the sale of commercial fer- 
tilizers. 


1 have scon another section in the 


east where years ago the lands made 10 
to 15 bushels of wheat p'er acre. But 
the farmers there realized that some- 
. thing must bo done, and they adopted a 
good, short rotation, and for 
twenty 


years have bought no nitrogen in a fer- 
tilizer, while their wheat crops have 
run up to an average of 40 bushels of 
wheat, per acre, with only acid phos- 
phate and potash used once in tho rota- 
tion, but clover often on the land. 


And not far away, near a large city, I 


have seen the farmers run their lands 
in grass til) no paying crop could be 
grown, ant! then back to corn and sccc 
down again, and when asked why thc> 
did not practice a shorter rotation and 
grow more clover they said that clover 
would not grow there any more. 


And I did not wonder that it did not 


for the selling of timothy oft of It yea: 
after year, making little manure and 
getting the soil not only reduced in fer- 
tility but sour TO that tho clover, bac- 
teria could not thrive, made all the dif- 
ficulty. 


I have seen the hill lands of south- 


ern Illinois, once so fertile, run down 
In corn culture, wash and worn tii! in 
riding on a train I told a farmer tha 
the corn was poor. 


He replied that they had a finer crop 


than usual and that their 'best land; 


each day they aro not to be recom- 
mended to a dairyman. 


Tha dairyman who proposes to make 


that business his principal occupation 
should make plans to breed and grow 
his own cows. By doing this he does 
not take the risks of Introducing tuber- 
culosis and contagious abortion into 
his herd. 


It is Indeed unfortunate that so many 


dairymen depend upon purchased cows 
for use in their dairies. The good, old- 
fashioned way where the cows were 
bred and raised on the farm was not 
so bad, after all. 


No other form of animal life will 


afford nutriments more cheaply or bet- 
ter adapted to the noeds of the aver- 
age individual than the cow. 


Do not make the mistake of believ- 


ing that you car. guess what the cow is 
doing; there is too much "guess-so1 
dairying going on at present. 


Debt is a terrible slave-driver, bu 


some men seem to need such a lash 
to bring out the best there is in them

If caught out and wet through, 


change your clothes sis soon as you 
can and get thoroughly warmed up. 
Never be caught by the old fallacy that 
it is better to let your wet clothes dry 
on you, . 


BEST PLACE FOR THE INCUBATOR 


As to the location' of the incubator. 


Do not place it in a room where it will 
be between two windows where a draft 
is likely to blow across it. The ma- 
chine should' hot be located where the 
sun can fall across it or strike the floor 
too close to it. 
. . 
. 
. 


The effect of the sun- upon the ma- 


chine is rather peculiar, and while the 
temperature in the room may not seem 
to rise, the sun •yvill 'cause the egg 
chamber to heat more rapidly than 
might be supposed,-thereby interfering 
with the adjustments of the regulator. 


Do not locate "the machine in a north 


or west room unless it is impossible 
to find another place. . A south or east 
room is far more satisfactory.

The incubator should be where there 


is fire all the time or it should be in a 
room where there is no fire at all. If 
the machine is placed in a room' where 
there is no fire it should be borne m 
mind that the eggs cannot be cooled in 
a temperature lower than 60 degrees 
for any length of time without chilling, 
the eggs. The eggs should be wrapped 
between the folds of a blanket and car- 
ried into an adjoining room where there 
is a fire. 


The operator should use every pos- ] 
ible care in keeping the lamp bowl and 
amp burner scrupulously clean and 
ree from oil or any other foreign set- 
lings. If this Is hot done the heat of 
he burner will naturally generate some 
gas, and-i£ this be thrown off in. the 
room it is sure to be gathered back 
nto the 
incubator, and as it flows 


.hrough the egg chamber, may cause a 
;reat deal of damage. 


The air in the room" must be abso- 


.utely sweet and fresh. Be very'carefui 
to see that the incubator sets perfectly 
cvel, but do not attempt to level it by 
a water bottle, pan of water or by any- 
:hing except a carpenter's spirit level. 


Be sure to set' the machine true in 


the front and back and across each end, 
as this will Insure a perfect circulation 
o£ air through the tanks, as well as 
through the egg chamber, which will 
play a good part In producing,strong, 
healthy chickens.

; The sheltering of breeding ewes is 
sometimes 'overdone;.'they do not re- 
quire much shelter .unless the- weather

I have'constructed on my farm sev- 


eral sheds and windbreaks where the 
ewes can go when the storms in wintet 
come up. 


I allow them' the freedom of pasture 


during the. daytime and -they know 
when they need "to go to the shelter as 
well or better than I do, and I always 
let them be the judge. 


Of course when.lambing comes it-is 


best to keep them in small pens for a 
few days unless the' weather is very 
bad: it is 'riot best to keep them too 
closely confined, as that will tend t< 
make them tender, and as the young 
lambs are rather tender anyway every 
thing 'that will strengthen them shouli 
be provided for thern.

A Pekin duckling will'eat at one 


meal as much as three or four 'chicks 
at the same age and gain weight in 
proportion, but the food must be of a 
somewhat different nature from that 
required by 'chicks. 


For instance, dry feed, such .as wheat, 


cracked corn, etc., are unsuitable • for 
ducklings, though they make excellent 
feed- for growing chicks. In order to 
ascertain the difference in growth a 
pair of Pekin ducklings and a pair of 
White "Wyandotte ' chickens 
w'e'ehed when 14 weeks old. 
' Ducks and chickens were hatched the 
same day, both were fell fed, but 
neither 
forced. The 
two chickens 


weighed "4 pounds 4 ounces, while the 
-two 
ducklings tipped the scales at 14 


pounds. 


We use.both hens and incubators for 


hatching, those hatched under hens 
being kept . for 
breeding stock. 
Our 


ducklings are kept in large yards 
fenced 
with 
poultry' netting while 


small.'Twenty-five is the usual number 
for each yard antl ducklings of different 
sizes are-never yarded together. 


.Each yard is furnished with a sep- 


arate house for the ducklings to sleep 
in 'at night. These houses are cleaned 
every day and fresh litter put in for 
bedding. For the first week we feed 
light bread (at least two days old), 
crackers, corn-bread, cooked rice and 
'rolled oats. 


•The bread 


draft horse can be broken when he is 
but a 2-year-old and can be made to 
earn his keep from then until he Is 
mature and ready for market.

"The greatest need in horse breeding 


at the present day," said 
Professor 


Kennedy, "is that of some dctlnite plan 
in breeding. No breeder of average in- 
telligence would think of crossing hogs 
or cattle in an Indiscriminate way with 
thi) exception of getting satisfactory 
results, yet these same men will cross 
draft mares with trotting horses, or vice 
versa, and yet expect to get horses 
that will be useful for some definite 
purpose. Tho result Is usually a horse 
that will class neither as a light horse, 
coach horse nor draft horse, and the 
market Is constantly Hooded with these 
mlsllts. Kvery farmer should attempt 
to produce horses of some definite type, 
such as the market demands, and this 
can only be done by deciding on the 
breed or type one' desires to breed and 
then resolutely sticking to it, 


"The type of draft horse that the 


market wants is a horse weighing 1,600 
pounds or over in ordinary working 
condition, a deep-bodied, broad, close- 
coupled, massive horse, with powerful 
loin and hind quarters; he should be 
deep and wide in the chest to insure a 
rugged constituion. His legs should be 
well set, with clean, dense bone, slop- 
rugged constitution. His legs should be 
large and round, wide at the heels, and 
of fair depth especially at the heels. It 
is well to remember the old Scotch 
motto:. 
" 'Feet and legs, bone and feather, 


Tops may come,.but bottoms never.1- 
"Without good feet and legs the best- 


bodied horse In the -world would be 
practically useless on city streets or 
hard roads. Good action is also a prime 
requisite, for, with all other things 
equal, the horse -that can walk four 
miles per hour with ease is of far more 
value than the one that cannot take 
this pace, and good action is also in- 
variably associated with a good tem-

They relish these "greens" no matter 


how plentiful grass may be, and when 
mixed with other food the greens fur- 
nish bulk, which is an important point 
in duck feeding. 


A great quantity of food is required, 


but it must not be too highly concen- 
trated. For this reason wheat, bran is 
3. prime factor in the feeding of ducks. 


We feed our young ducks all they 


will eat five times a day. 


There is little danger of overtaxing a 


Pekin 
duckling's digestion provided 


good judgment is used in the selection 
of food and plenty of grit and sharp 
sand is provided. 


The latter we put in the drinking 


water. • This is important. We have 
known instances where whole flocks of 
young ducks were lost because 
the 


owners failed to furnish grit. 


The food must be fresh and.clean. 


Drinking water is given at each meal 
and also between meals, in shallow ves- 
sels, which must be kept clean. Ducks 
drink often and soil the water in a 
short time. 


Pekin ducks do not require swim- 


ming water, .though they enjoy It, and 
if allowed to roam at will, both y*>ung 
and old. are sure to find a pond or 
stream if there is one within easy dis- 
tance. 


We never allow the young ones to 


wander oft. because early in our ex- 
perience we learned that too much pad- 
dling in cold water causes cramps, from 
which they never recover. Even a cold 
rain often proves fatal 


After the first week we begin to feed 


raw mixtures. These are composed of 
equal parts cornmeal bran and mid- 
dlings or second flour moistened with 
water or oatmeal bran and cooked 
vegetables, a little salt being added stv- 
eral times a week. 


Sometimes cornmeal. cooked potatoes 


I and chopped "greens™ and so on are 


As-to the relative feeding value of 


cottonseed.meal at $25 per ton and oil- 
meal-at $30, it depends very much on 
what it is- to.be fed with, and whether 
the 'feeder has hogs to follow his cattle. 
If he is feeding corn alone he can get 
flesh-formers considerably cheaper from 
the cottonseed meal, even at the same 
price, than he can from the oilmeal. 


Cottonseed 'meal at the rate of 3 or 


4 pounds per daycan safely be fed to 
cattle, even if there are hogs to fol- 
low. 
Cottonseed meal fed exclusively, 


or more than 3 pounds per day, is like- 
ly in time to have some bad effects on 
the cattle, and most certainly on hogs. 


In short, cottonseed meal is richer in 


protein than oilmeal. Oilmeal, how- 
evpr, is the most palatable and safest 


There appears to be quite a differ- 


ence in the various brands of cotton- 
seed meal, depending on, the locality in 
which it is grown. 


The meal from cotton grown in the 


western part of Texas is not as valu- 
able as the meal from cotton grown in 
the central portion of the cotton belt 


CARE OF HOUSE PLANTS 


Gas-heated rooms, unless well ven- 


tilated, are bad for plants. 


Keep the plants clean and whole- 


some. Dust and disease go together. 


Clogged drainage and too liberal wa- 


tering will sour the soil, ruin the foli- 
age, or kill the plant 


Remember it is the weakened plant 


that is the easy prey to disease and 
insects owing to bad conditions. 
, A chilly temperature will cause be- 
gonlas to drop their leaves. When once 
chilled it will take many weeks to re- 
cover from it 


Clogged drainage and too much wa- 


ter will also cause the dropping of 
leave?. Kepotting in fresh, porous soil 
will benefit. 


When sweeping or dusting cover the 


plants with newspapers, as the plants 
breathe through the leaves and clogged 
pores kill or weaken. 


In looking after the sick, the af- 


flicted and the crippled young among 
your plants, try to find what is wnnt- 
Ing and treat them as you would your 
children.

A GET-RICH-QUICK PLAN 


A few years ago L. H. Weldon of Illi- 


nois turned in four vigorous young '-. 
rams with a lot of old breeding awes; 
changed pasture and fed them a littla ' 
corn. In the following December, fifty- 
eight of the ewes dropped fifty-nine 
lambs, of which fifty-six lived. 


These ewes were then put In th«. 


feed yard and fed two bushels of corn 
and one bushel of oats per day and as . 
much clover as they wanted. 


The Iambs were given a. small pen in 


the rear of the sheephouse where they 
could lie down or eat all they wanted . 
of the mixture of ground corn, oats and ' 
cottonseed meal. 


Three months later the ew*a and 


lambs were shipped to the Chicago 
market and sold on March 24, the Mon- 
day before Easter Sunday, 


The lambs averaged 53 pounds and 


sold at 12 cents per pound, or 
apiece. The ewes averaged 132 pounds 
and sold at $4.85, or $6.40 per 'head. 


During this time .the ewes ate foul 


bushels of grain per head, the Iambi 
ate 25 bushels of mixture and gained 
2,365 pounds. After allowing 10 pounds 
or birth weight, or 94 pounds per bush- 
1 of grain, which at 12 cents per pound 
>aid $11.35 per bushel of grain, less 2! 
ents for shipping expenses. 
Yet, counting what the ewes sold for, 


'6.40 plus $1.20 (the 10 pounds blrtb 
veight o£ the lamb), would be .$7.60. 
Take from this the first cost, $3.50; 
Ive months' pasture. 50 cents; 4 bush- 
els grain, 35 cents. $1.40: 200 pounds ol 
clover ha.y, 50 cents, and 30 cents ship- 
ping expenses, making a total of $6.20 
rom $7.60, leaving a profit of $1.40 on 
a $3.50 investment, which shows a big 
profit, besides shearing a fleece and 
raising another lamb the same year.

TELEGRAPH MAKING GOOD. 


Hugo Plant Now Planned Made Neces- 


sary by One Year's Development of 
New Industry. 
Impressive evidence of the progress 


of the pioneer American Linen mills 
established at Xorth Brookfleld. Mass.. 
about a year ago Is found in the plans 
just completed for extending the plant. 
Beginning with limited capacity in a 
mill tlmt had to be adapted by degrees 
to the requirements of the Oxford Linen 
mills, the business has grown to such 
an extent that plans have been drawn 
for half a dozen uew buildings, all 
larger than the present main mill. 


The plans call for an addition dou- 


ble the size of the present main mill. 
a new stoc!;. storage and shipping 
building, weave shed, "oxolint" fac- 
tory, bleach bouse and fiber preparing 
house. The two latter buildings will 
be in the center o? a quadrangle form- 
ed by the other buildings mentioned. 


All (he buildings will be of re-en- 


forced concrete. The new weave sheil 
Is to be a two story building, provided 
•with overhead lighting by means of a 
saw tooth roof containing 375 sky 
lights. The power plant will be lo 
cated well away from the mill bulldinc 
proper, all the machinery in which 
will be electrically operated. A stock 
issue of about ?1G5,000 made iu con 
ncctiou with tlio beginning of these 
extensions v;nx all taken within a 
week, largely by original shareholder:-, 
in the mills. 


The Oxford mill was the first es 


tablishmcnt i:i the United States to 
undertake the manufacture of liner 
products from fiber prepared by th? 
Mudge process. This accomplishes ii 
n few hours the work thnt abroad re 
quires many weeks. Judging Iron 
the extensions to be carried out by th 
Oxford mills, there seems to be no 
further n-ascn to question the Jin 
menso •:;]'p"sr! nf tlio undertaking.

Lesson In Possibilities of Rapid Au- 
tomatic Wire Communication. 
"Revolutions" are as common la 


the neld of iaveution as they are 
among South American republics. The 
result is that people have grown skep- 
tical. The mere assertion that a rev- 
olutionary discovery has been made 
[s no longer sufficient. 
The epoch mak- 


ing Invention must "make good." 


This the thousand word a minute 


telegraph system known as the Tele- 
post has done ou the line opened two' 
months ago between Boston and Port- 
land. Me. 
On the occasion of the 


formal inauguration of the Telepost the 
mayor of Boston handed a fifty word 
message to the Telepost operator to 
send to the mayor of Portland. A few 
seconds were consumed in perforating 
a tape with holes corresponding to the 
words of the message. The transmit- 
ter emitted a "zip" and the message 
was In Portland. A few seconds more 
and the mayor of Boston was reading 
the mayor of Portland's reply. 


1,000 Words • Minute Maintained. 
It was a revelation-of as well as a 


revolution In the possibilities of au- 
tomatic telegraphy. In ordinary com- 
mercial operation the Telepost main- 
tains a speed of a thousand words a 
minute.

Only a few of the conveniences and 


Innovations of the Telepost service 
have been mentioned, Just enough to 
Justify the assertion that a real revo- 
lution of vast Importance to the pub- 
lic has begun with the inauguration 
of Telepost wire service.

docs not make the use of anaesthetics 
impracticable'! 


If our proposed legislation does not 


fully protect legitimate scientific work, 
why do not our opponents who criti- 
cise it accept our often repeated invi- 
tation and suggest some amendment 
w.iich 'will fully protect scientific re- 
search? 


Why the secrecy with which vivisec- 


tion is surrounded? Has the disem- 
boweling of'living animals, in order to 
experiment with their vital organs, or 
the amputation of limbs from one ani- 
mal and attaching . them to another 
become so painless that tho public 
has no interest to know what effort Is 
made to save unnecessary suffering? 


Or is the brutality of' the whola 


thing so hideous or so unnecessary 
that the operators do not dare to let in 
the light of investigation upon It? 


We again challenge them to open 


the doors of their star chamber labora- 
tories and let the truth be known. In 
no other way can they quiet the pub- 
lic apprehension or avert the legisla- 
tion of which they have such dread.
